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Resolution to Take Up the 


Tariff Bill Defeated. 


KEVENUE DEFJCIENCYDISCUSSED 


Senators Murrill, Teller, Sherman 


iiiid Others Far ticipato iti the 


Debate. 


WASHINGTON, February 2o.—After the 


senate had disposed of much routine 
busmeeB, Mr. Morrill, chairman of the 
finance committee, followed with a dis- 
tinct surprise in the form of a resolution 
to take up the tariff bill. Mr. Morrill 
began with a brief statement as to the 
complicationa of the tariff bill. He eaid 
it had been apparent for many months 
that ttiefQ"Wft8 a""cleflcieney iu the 
revenues. During every month since 
the present tariff bill went into effect 
there bad been a deficiency. 


The roll call proceeded with many in- 


terruptions in order to allow eenatora to 
pair. The announcement that Mr. Moi- 
rill'B motion had been defeated—yeas 
22, nays 33—was not unexpected, in 
view of the vote some daya ago. 


The announcement of the vote was 


the signal for a remarkable colloquy be- 
tween Mr. Morrill and Mr. Teller. As 
Boon ag the vote was announced Mr. 
Morrill again addressed the senate. 


It IB now evident, he said, that the 


Republican party was in tbe minority in 
the United States senate. A chorua of 
derisive laughter came from the Demo- 
cratic side of the chamber at this state- 
ment.

Mr. Morrill, not noticing the interrup- 


tion, proceeded to elate that in hie judg- 
ment the tariff bill was defeated by a 
vote including five silver Republicans 
and Blx Populista. There waa no aub- 
Btantial chanee in the present and for- 
mer votes. It Bottled all queations of 
doubt. The aenator uaid the Republi- 
can members of the finance committee 
would be ready at any time before con- 
crete adjourned to come to the relief of 
the treasury, "But aa to this bill," 
concluded Mr. Morrill, "I do not think 
it would become me to auk any further 
time."

as Mr. Morrill concluded,

States, and of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, that we are now going on day by 
day like a careless spendthrift to involve 
the country in debt, Belling bonds when 
it is the duty of congress at once to sup- 
ply tho revenue 
." 


Mr. Peffer—"The President asaerte 


that we do not need any more revenue." 


Mr. Sherman—"I do not care what 


the President says." 


Mr. Peffer—'*! thought BO." 
Mr. Sherman—"Every man within 


the sound of my voice knows that we 
need more revenue. There la a state- 
ment showing that since the last day of 
July, aud up to the present month of 
February, 1896, there haa already been 
a deficiency in the current revenue of 
$20,690,000, and that before the end of 
the fiscal year, at the same ratio, the 
amount of deficiency will be $30,000,000. 


"If such condition should occur in 


Great Britain or any other country 
where they have a parliamentary law, 
it would dethrone any party in power, 
and an immediate effort would be made 
to increase the income tax, or to provide 
some old form of taxation to meet the 
current expenses. Yet uow, and every 
day, and every hour, since the passage 
of the present law, and even before, In 
view of its passage, we have been run- 
ning in debt and increasing our debts. 
There ia no occasion for it. A tax on 
tea and coffee would be paid cheerfully 
by the people of the United States. Any 
tax whatever, the moat obnoxious that 
could be collected, would be supported 
by the people of the United States 
rather than to see the funded bebt in- 
increased. Already $263,000,000 of bonds 
have been issued during the preBent ad- 
ministration. 


The other house having sent us ever 


so faulty a bill, let us take it up and if it 
is not right, let us make it right and 
Bond it back to the house, and we will 
have a ready concurrence. But for us to 
adjourn with these deficiencies accruing 
more and more is, as I say, not a manly 
action to be taken by either of tbe great 
'parties or by any party that ia responsi- 
ble for it.

"Every senator here appreciates the 


necessity for increasing revenue. Every 
senator knows that the hopea and ex- 
pec tat ion i of the President and the sec- 
retary of the treasury, as made in their 
reports, have been erroneous, not from 
any willful design on their part, but be- 
cause they did not see the natural ten- 
dency of a course of measures which 
every day left the government more and 
more in debt."

HAVANA, February 25.—Close to Moro 


Caatle at the entrance of thia harbor, is 
a beach termed Playa Ghivo (Goat 
Beach), so called on account of the many 
goats which browse in its vicinity. It 
transpired today that one night last 
week a sentry on duty at the Caatle eaw 
some whitish looking forma approaching 
itealthily. The soldier challenged the- 
approaching forms and receiving no an- 
swer discharged his rifle at them. The 
shot aroused the garrison of the fort, 
the guard turned out and a number of 
other Boldiers opened fire upon the sup- 
posed enemy, with the result that the 
latter disappeared. 


Tho next morning an examination 


.pas made of the beach and several goats 
were found dead about the beach, killed 
by the fire of the soldiers, who must 
have done better shooting than usual 
when engaged with tbe insurgents. 


Considerable amusement was caused 


by this fact, and tho affair waa upon tbe 
point of being forgotten when a persist- 
ent rumor waa circulated in this city 
that a number of insurgents, said to be 
thirty men, had been executed near 
Moro Castle during the night. The re- 
S 


ort was denied by the Spanish olllciala, 
ut it continued to circulate until the 


Captain General not only felt called on 
to make an official denial, but ordered 
an investigation. Eventually the mat- 
ter narrowed itself down to the follow- 
ing facts: 


Some soldiers, questioned concerning 


the cause of the firing, were foolish 
enough to say they believed a number 
of insurgents had been executed on the 
beach during the night. Instead of ex- 
ecuting the thirty-Jive insurgents who 
have been confined in Moro Castle, the 
Captain General has just liberated all 
against whom there were no serious 
charges. 


In addition General Weyler has moat 


generously pardoned 
tho mayor of 


Managua, Senor Criato, and his brother, 
who were recently captured by the 
Spanish after having raised a numerous 
band of insurgents and joined the forces 
of the enemy. 


The Spanish authorities have de- 


tained Charles Michelson, a correspond- 
ent of a New York and a San FrauciBco 
newspaper, and his assistant, Lorenzo 
Betancourt, both Americana. They are 
charged with having disobeyed the or- 
ders of the mayor of Mariano in leaving 
that place and going into tbe insurgent 
linca at Junta Brava and Guato de 
Mariano.

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'Resolution to Take Up the 


Tariff Bill Defeated. 


KEVBN UK DBFtCIENC V DISCUSSED 


Senators Merrill, Teller, Sherman 


aiiU Others Participate in the 


Debate. 


WASHINGTON, February 25.—After the 


senate had disposed of much routine 
business, Mr. Morrill, chairman of the 
finance committee, followed with a dis- 
tinct surprise in the form of a resolution 
to take tip the tariff bill. Mr. Morrill 
began with a brief utatetueut as to the 
complications of the tariff bill. He said 
it had been apparent for many months 
that there" Was a'^e'ttciency in tho 
revenues. Baring every month since 
the prerant tariff bill went into effect 
there had been a deficiency. 


The roll call proceeded with many in- 


terruptions in order to allow senators to 
pair. The announcement that Mr. Mer- 
rill's motion had been defeated—yeas 
22, nays 33—was not unexpected, in 
view of the vote some days aeo. 
cum 


The announcement of the vote was day, 


the signal for a remarkable colloquy be- 
t*een Mr. Morrill and Mr. Teller. Aa 
aoon as the vote waa announced Mr. 
Morrill again addressed the senate. 


It ie now evident, he said, that the 


.Republican party waa in the minority in 
the United States senate. A chorus of 
derisive laughter came from the Demo- 
cratic side ol the chamber at this state- 
ment. 


Mr. Morrill, not noticing the interrup- 


tion, proceeded to etate that in his judg- 
ment the tariff bill waa defeated by a 
vote including five silver Kepubhcans 
and six Populista. There waa no Bub- 
atantial chance in the present and for- 
mer votea. It settled all questions of 
doubt. Tho senator said the Republi- 
can members of the finance committee 
would be ready at any time before con- 
ureas adjourned to come to the relief of 
tlie treasury. "But 
aa to this bill," 


concluded Mr. Morrill, "I do not think 
it would become me to aak any further 
time." 
Mrt Teller secured recognition aa soon 


as Mr. Morrill concluded. 


Mr. Teller—"the senator from Ver- 


mont, Morrill, states what everybody 
has known to be a fact, that there is not 
a Republican majority in this senate if 
thoae who have voted against tho mo- 
tion to take up thie measure, made out 
of time and unseemly, who are on the 
Bilent aide of the chamber, are in the 
party whom tbe senator seema to think 
are not."

HAVANA, February 25.— Close to Moro

LOCAL BREVITIES. 


The suit of Jacob 
Hockenberry 


against George W. Smith came up tor 
trial yesterday in tbe superior court be- 
fore Judge Carter. The auit and the al- 
egations on which it ie based have been 
before the public for more thin a year. 
At first only rumors of 8 misunder- 
tanding between Hockenberry and 
Smith reached the public. Then came 
a suit in the justice court in which the 
act. became known to a fuller extent, 
and yesterday the case was tried on ap- 
peal, and the questions and cross-ques- 
tions brought out an entertaining chap- 
ter in Democratic politics in this county. 


The facts of the case, aa agreed upon 


by both parties, are that in 1804 Qeorge 
W Smith was the Democratic nominee 
for .herifi of this county, and that Ja- 
cob Hookenberry let him have money 
which was used in the campaign. Fur- 
ther than this they do not agree in all 
things. Hockenberry says he advanced 
Smith $242. Smith admits that he ob- 
tained some money, but is not certain 
now much. Hockenberry says heloaned 
this money to Smith and eipectcd to 
get it back with interest. Smith says 
that Hockenberry gave him the money 
to Hse in the campaign, and that there 
was no understanding or promise on his 
nart that it ever should be paid back. 
P There is a very delicate matter which 
both approach with caution. That is, 
what was the consideration for which 
the money was paid. It is unusual tor 
people to make gifts of »242. There is 
generally some consideration. Although 
the matter was brought out by pieces, it 
was learned that Hockenberry expected 
to be appointed deputy sheriff in de- 
partment 3 of the superior court in case 
Smith should be elected sheriff. It is 
unlawful to make promises of this kind, 
or to pay money to abtain a position oi 
that sort: and the transaction is some- 
what shady. It is pretty hard to tell 
iust when and where such a promise 
was made, yet the evidence in the case

"Why not? did you not know the 


statute requires all candidates to hie a 
statement ol campaign expenses? 


"I did not know it before the election,

Their flrat 
salutation woe: "Hold up your hands " 
Mr. Adair sprang for his pistol, when 
the men commenced shooting and Mr. 
(joodwin received what is thought to bo 
a mortal wound, and Mr. Adair was 
shot through tbe shoulder. He re- 
turned the fire and evidently wounded 
one of tbe men, &s when he rode off he 
was seen to be bleeding. 


The firing of the pistols startled the 


passers-by, who came running from all 
directions, and tbe robbers were forced 
to retire without accomplishing their 
object. As they rode out ol town they 
kept up a fuBilade of shots and went out 
northwest of town. Tbe plane were 
well laid, and no doubt the bank would 
have been looted but for the prompt- 
ness of Mr. Adair. Mr. Goodwin is in 
a critical condition.
